When we last heard from Jon, WG4CZX, he had just eradicated a nasty HF QRN problem at his boathouse 
QTH. This time, Jon and three other amateur radio operators from Benjamin Cay decide to trek to a high hill 
within a state park on the mainland to set up for this year’s Field Day. Jon found a clearing on a bluff which 
looked down on the coastal plain below. The bluff boasted tall pine trees which would be excellent for stringing 
dipole antennas and the ground surface could support the mast for the moxon antenna they planned to bring. 
The Park Service informed Jon that an overnight camping permit was not necessary for the bluff and the tempo- 
rary installation of antennas did not violate park regulations. Jon knew the bluff would not qualify for “bonus 
points” since it was not really accessible to the public but he also didn’t need the bother of non-ham visitors 
yanking on antenna cables, spilling their overpriced coffees on the radio transceivers or flaunting their smart 
phones.
